$23,000 and those vital series 
points. Kawasaki dealers have 
discount tickets available. 





Rumors have it that Roger DeCoster 
has been talking to two other Japanese 
companies — Honda and Yamaha — 
about next year, just in case he fails to 
come to an agreement with Suzuki. 


Dates for the 8th Annual Florida 
Winter-AMA MX Series have been 
announced, and apparently any 
problems between the Florida 
promoters and the AMA regarding 
those dates (and the conflicting 
Seattle Supercross date) have 
been settled.

As the newly appointed Park 
Manager of the Sacramento County 
Off-Highway Vehicle Park, I thought 
I'd drop you a line about our facility, 
future development and operation 
plans, and a little about myself.

Shape up, CMC! 


On October 30, 1977 I attended 
The Richard Allred Memorial Race at 
Argylle Park in Dixon, Calif. The race 
was promoted by Boss MX, C.M.C. 

Lately I have become very 
disappointed in the organization of the 
races. A number of things have really 
gotten out of hand. I’m using the Oct. 
30th race, in particular, as one 
example. During the 250 Expert- 
Intermediate race, it had just started, 
there was a wreck in the first turn of 
the first lap; a rider was injured and 
immobile. The rider had to be taken 
off the track by ambulance after 15 
laps of the race, riders going at a 
normal “Expert-Intermediate” speed. 
No caution was yielded even though 
the yellow flag was waving in clear 
view of the riders. I was surprised that 
the riders did not yield to the caution 
signal and the promoter did nothing to 
insure the safety of the injured rider or 
the First Aid persons who were trying 
to administer aid to the injured rider. 
The people that were trying to aid the 
rider and protect him from any 
further injuries were hit by the riders 
as the injured rider was on the “hot 
line” and the riders showed little or no 
caution. How can these riders and 
promoters get away without being 
penalized? There was no excuse for 
this. 

I feel the race should have been 
stopped due to the lack of caution the 
riders were showing. It got ridiculous 
when the promoter tried to flag riders 
to yield to the caution flag and he was 
almost hit by riders and had to jump 
out of the way of the racers.

Paul Conserriere dies

Although Conserriere set one-lap 
records at the Tulare and Clovis half- 
miles, his home track was Ascot Park 
in Gardena. He won trophy dashes 
there, he won main events there, and

Coca-Cola Motocross Finals to the local boy who did good

ANAHEIM, CA, NOV. 12 


Tying a ribbon to his 1977 Supercross Series 
Champion crown that he clinched back in July 
at the Los Angeles Superbowl of Motocross, 
Team Yamaha’s Bob “Hurricane” blew the 


doors off the last race of the Se- 
ries. He flat ran away with the 
evening’s 20-lap feature race. 
Just to add insult to injury, Han- 
nah devastated his opposition with 
production equipment — riding one 
of Yamaha’s new YZ 250 Es prepared 
by Keith “Cheese” McCarty. 

For Yamaha the evening was a 
double victory as semi-privateer Arlo 
Englund flew his production YZ 250 
D, sponsored by Vickery Yamaha in 
Denver, Colorado, to victory in the 15- 
lap Consolation race. 

The third year of the Anaheim 
Supercross proved the most successful 
yet, with a mear-capacity crowd of 
43,094 jammed into the open 
amphitheatre to prove that stadium 
motocross is the sport of the future. 
AMA almost withdrew its sanction of 
the Coca-Cola sponsored event in a 
dispute with promoter Mike Goodwin 
over the television rights. An 
agreement was reached between 
Goodwin and the AMA at 12:30 p.m. 
on Saturday. 





Qualifying heat races 

The course at the baseball stadium 
was hardly spectacular as indoor 
tracks go, but it certainly proved safe 
for the riders, and allowed for passing 
without having to knock down your 
opposition to do it. The only serious 
injury all evening got to Mickey Boone 
during practice. He lost control of his 
bike as he braked over a set of whoops 
leading into a turn. The bike fell on 
Mickey’s foot, breaking some of the 
bones in it. The accident put one of 
the fastest privateers in America out of 
racing for the rest of the year. 

The first of four 10-lap qualifiers 
got underway with Monte McCoy 
riveting the holeshot, but a jumped 
starting gate by half the field called for 
a restart. When the gate went down 
again it was Bob Hannah out front, 
sporting a new pair of pants with 
“TROUBLE” spelled across the seat. 
McCoy was pressuring hard from 
second spot and wheelied his Yamaha 
past Hannah’s before the first lap 
ended. The two of them were tailed by 
Husky’s Chuck Sun, Yamaha’s Mike 


Bell, last year’s Supercross Champ Jim 
Weinert (Kaw) and then Yamaha's 
Pierre Karsmakers. Hannah bounced 
off McCoy's rear fender for two laps 
looking for room to get around, found 
it, and disappeared into the distance 
for the win. McCoy eventually faded 
back to fifth spot, the final transfer 
position. Sun placed second behind 
Hannah, then Bell and Suzuki’s Danny 
LaPorte, who had blasted up from a 
10th place start to edge out 
Karsmakers and Weinert. 

A flash of orange in the second 
qualifier signaled Rich Eierstedt’s dash 
on the factory Harley into the lead. He 
was pursued by Jim Pomeroy (Hon), 
FMF’s John Savitski, Honda’s Croft 
and Texan Steve Wise on the Moto-X 
Fox Suzuki. “Tomahawk” Croft 
immediately began cooking to close on 
teammate Pomeroy. Then, in a move 
that drove the stadium wild, Croft 
wheelied his RC 250 past Pomeroy and 
Eierstedt in one smooth move to take 
over the lead. On lap four Eierstedt 
was forced to retire when his bike’s 
engine smoked the lower end. The 
race finished out with Croft, Pomeroy, 
Savitski, Wise and Maico’s Steve 
Stackable making the transfer to the 
feature. 

Race number three saw another 
restart when everyone tried to climb 
over the gate. Then semi-Husky 


sponsored Marty Moates vaulted into 
the lead ahead of Arizona privateer 
Carlos Serrano (Husky), Honda's 
Marty Smith, Jimmy Ellis and 
Kawasaki's Terry Clark. After Can- 
Am had withdrawn Ellis from the 
Trans-AMA Series, “Captain Cobalt” 
was riding a production Can-Am 
loaned to him by Kolbe Cycle Sales in 
Los Angeles. Jimmy said discussions 
were still underway as to if he would 
remain with Can-Am for the following 
season. 

On the opening lap Moates had his 
lead taken away by Serrano, but one 
lap later Carlos bailed off on his head 
and Marty Smith was gassin’ it around 
Moates for the lead. Ellis moved into 
second a lap later and tried to close the 
gap on Smith, but Marty was easily 
able to hold a 50-foot gap on Jimmy to 
the flag. Terry Clark, “Rocket” Rex 
Staten and Serrano picked up the final 
transferring positions when Moates 
went out with bike problems. 
Kawasaki's Gary Semics was out for the 
evening as well, after tangling with 
Honda’s Warren Reid, falling, and 
injuring his hand. 

The final qualifier was pretty much 
follow the leader after the first turn 
sorted out the top chargers. Gaylon 
Mosier put his Maico into the lead 
ahead of Suzuki’s Tony D., Danny 
“Magoo” Chandler, on: KTM, 


Yamaha's Glover and Honda 
teamsters Noyce and Lackey. 
Englishman “Graham Crackers” 
Noyce was enjoying his first stadium 
race while another European, Bengt 
Aberg, was hating it and never got 
past the qualifiers. DiStefano tried to 
close on Mosier in the first few laps, 
only to drop back and get zapped by 
\Chandler for second spot. Before the 
finish Broc Glover got by as well, while 
\Noyce continued to hold off Lackey 
for the final transfer. 

Two semi-qualifiers gave most of 
the riders who didn’t qualify earlier a 
second shot at getting in the feature 
race, where the big bucks were to be 
made. Jimmy Weinert and Kent 
Howerton earned the right to transfer 
in the first semi, with Marty Tripes 
and Warren Reid pulling off the top 
two spots in the second. 


Consolation 

The next 20 fastest riders who didn’t 
qualify for the feature got to duel it 
out in the 15-lap Consolation race for 
somewhat less bucks and glory. Since 
they had been unable to get into the 
main program, Yamaha’s two factory 
riders Pierre Karsmakers and Rick 
Burgett knew a win over the privateer 
contingent in the “consy” was 
necessary to save face. The gate shot 
forward and so did the Yamahas as 
Pierre took to the point ahead of Arlo 
England, Burgett, Charlie Halcomb, 
Roger Brown, Jack Kees and Ron 
Pomeroy. Texas star Brown tried to 
put a move on Halcomb on the second 
lap but only succeeded in putting his 
Penton through the haybales and out 
of the race. 

Pierre was pulling out a small lead 
on Arlo Englund as the race 
progressed toward the mid-way point. 
Suddenly the team Yamahas began 
having problems. Burgett broke the 
chain on his bike to retire from third 
spot. Pierre looked down at his engine 
as the bike slowed...the engine 
popped once...and then it died. 
Pounding his fist on the saddle in 
disgust, Pierre pushed his way back to 
the pits as Arlo Englund saved the day 
for Yamaha by taking over the lead 
with his production machine and 
holding it all the way to the finish. San 
Diego’s Charlie Halcomb held onto 
second spot with his Moore and Sons 
sponsored Husky over Marty Moates, 
Denny Swartz, Ron Pomeroy and Glen 
Johnson.

Feature race 


“I timed the gate perfect,” claimed 
the Hurricane. It was the only sure 
way to win in stadium racing — 
getting the holeshot. 


“I was so scared I wouldn't get a 
good start. But once I did, I knew that 
anyone who would want to try and get 
around me would have to kill me first!” 

As the 24-bike field of the fastest 
motocross riders in America roared 
over the gate for the 20-lap feature 
race it was FMF’s John Savitski on an 
RM 250 Suzuki and Hannah on the YZ 
250 E Yamaha hookin’ handlebars 
through the fifth gear first turn 
sweeper. Funneling in behind were 
Pomeroy, Mosier, Croft, DiStefano, 

Smith, Noyce, Chandler and Chuck 
Sun with the top 10 spots. 

Side by side with Hannah through 
turn one, Savitski pulled out a slight 
lead on Bob as they bounced across the 
“Coca-Cola Catapult” and 
ricocheted off “The Wall.” John 
obviously wasn’t worried about 
hurting good buddy Hannah’s feelings 
as he held his Bevo Forte prepared 


bike in the lead at the completion of 
lap one. But then the Hurricane Kid 
isn’t one to let friendship get in his way 
either, as he roosted past Savitski on 
the second lap to put a stranglehold on 
the lead for the rest of the race. 

Jimmy Weinert pulled a miserable 
start, quickly tried to improve it and 
crashed, remounting in last place next 
to Yamaha's Mike Bell, who had 
crashed over a downed rider in turn 
one at the start. : 

Savitski buckled under the pressure 
as well and bailed off, finding himself 
near the back of the pack once he 
got going again. On lap three 
speedster “Magoo” pulled his expected 
getoff, putting himself out for the 
evening. 

The “Most Spectacular Getoff 
Award” went to poor Danny LaPorte 
on lap five when he lost control of his 
works Suzuki on a series of four jumps 
called the “Grand Tetons.” Danny fell 
off the bike just in time, as it launched 
itself off a banked turn and went 
cartwheeling into the darkness above 
the stadium. Danny had bailed off 
earlier in the evening during practice 


when he attempted to see if a similar 
set of four jumps could be cleared at 
once. He wasn’t hurt in either getoff, 
but was shaken up enough to cruise 
around the. track for the rest of the 
race in last place. 

By the 10th lap, mid-way through 
the race, Hannah had built up a 6-7 
second lead on Jim Pomeroy, who was 
being pressed heatedly by teammate 
Croft. Marty Smith lost a little ground 
at one point when he stalled his 
Honda, while the remaining Honda 
contingent of Graham Noyce looked 
good until he stalled after bailing off 
on the “Grand Tetons.” Brad Lackey 
had failed to qualify for the race after 
bike problems in his qualifier. 

Despite the fact that almost the 
entire race had been hardly more than 
a leisurely trail ride for Hannah, when 
Bob started around the track on the 
final lap the entire stadium audience, 
with announcer Larry Huffman 
directing, rose on their feet to cheer 
the Hurricane to victory. Not taking 
any chances, Bob rolled easily over the 
jumps and then flashed the thumbs up 
signal to the crowd as he coasted under 


the checkered flag. There was no 
doubt about who the 1977 Supercross 
Series Champion was. In the 10 races 
of the Series, the “Trouble” kid had 
racked up six firsts, one second, two 
thirds and one seventh place. 


And the new production. Yamaha? 
“Excellent. The best I’ve ever ridden,” 
said Bob. How modified was it? “The 
ports were cleaned up a little, but: not 
changed. The forks were modified 
with some different dampening: 
That's it,” Keith sweared. o

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Wallingsford/Harden/ 
Husky win Baja 
1000km by nearly 
an hour

ENSENADA, B.C., MEX., NOV. 11 

Brent Wallingsford and Scot Harden stormed 
their Dean Goldsmith-tuned 390 Husky through 
1,000 kilometers of the rugged Baja desert in 
14 hours and 37 minutes to win the SCORE

Baja 1,000km by a half hour over 
the first car (driven by Malcolm 
Smith) and by nearly an hour 
over the second bike. 


Second bike was the 250 KTM of 
Tom Kelly and Bob Balentine, who 
finished 15 hours and 10 minutes after 
they started, winning the 250 class. 

Pre-race favorite Larry Roeseler, 
along with partner Jack Johnson, was 
leading the race by nine minutes at 
San Felipe. Heading towards Mike's 
Sky Ranch, Roeseler crashed head-on 
with a VW Microbus driving 
backwards on the course. Roeseler was 
shaken up and the 390 Husky nearly 
totalled. Another pre-race favorite, 
the Harley-Davidson team of Bruce 
Ogilvie and Bob Rutten, dropped out 
before check two. 

Placing his Husky in first gear, Bill 
Tarling eased out the clutch and 
headed down off the dusty hill, and 
the Baja 1000km was officially 
underway. Chuck Sugar (Sweet Max 
Ent. Yam) left 30 seconds later. Lee 
Scheffers on the controversial 900cc 
Harley Sportster started, then Larry 
Roeseler headed out. Scot Harden of 
Las Vegas put his Husky through the 
gears knowing he was six minutes and 
30 seconds behind the leader. Lynn 
Vick (Hus), Mark Edison (Hon), Mike 
Crews (Yam) and Randall Neal 
(Anaheim Sports Cycle Husky) all left 
the line on schedule. 

Once off of the pavement, the 
course started into some barren rolling 
hills. It was in this section Harden 
started making his charge on the 
leader. Roeseler wasn’t wasting any 
time either, because by the time the 
racers started blasting through Piedras 
Gordas (alias the Pepsi Stand), 
Roeseler had the lead. Harden picked 
off Doug Otten, Carl Hailey (Hon) 
and Mark Edison (Hon). Joe Jones 
(Hus) and Lynn Vick (Hus-Auto) were 
not easy people to catch. 

The Class 21 (250cc) bikes were 
turned loose and as the last one 
cleared the pavement, Roeseler was 
through Ojos Negros, the land of the 
rain rutted roads. John Moseley (Hus), 
Al Baker (Yam), and Morgan Malocco

(Yam) had a good time flying down 
the long fast stretch of road outside of 
Ojos Negros. The cattle crossings were 
banked, causing the racers to get 
airborne, landing at least 15 yards 
down the road. Jay Orendorff (Yam) 
had John Moeseley (Hus) and Brad 
Holt (Yam) right behind him, more 
than willing to change positions. The 
racers could easily average 60 mph 
through here. 

When the class 21 bikes reached this 
spot Phil Stumbo (Bul), after starting 
three minutes behind the leader, had 
passed Don Reed (Yam), Lyle Taylor 
(Hon), Rick Golden (Suz), Rich 
Goldbaum (Hon), and then went to 
work on the Ron Bishop/Carl Cranke 
Can-Am. Passing in this section took 
lots of skill and concentration since the 
road was lined on both sides with 
barbed wire. Harley flyer Bruce 
Ogilvie was really smokin’. This guy is 
in such good shape, his change point 
was Valle De Trinidad; more than 300 
miles in one stretch. 
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While Stumbo and Ogilvie were 
taking care of business, Tom Kelly 
(KTM) who started three and a half 
minutes behind the Steve’s Bultaco 
rider immediately began picking off 
riders himself. Dawn Grant (Hus) 
followed Don Reed but couldn’t gain 
ground. 


The class 20 racers were well 
underway by now and Chuck 
Cartledge quickly got by Bob Allen 
(Yam) and Keith Leighty (Hon), 
starting to put together a very 
impressive race. Jeff Kaplan, a D-37 
desert racer, was next then John 
Townsend (KTM), George Erl (Hus) 
and John Hardwick (Yam). 


The definite leader Roeseler worked 
his way through the 20 mile section of 
sandy Jeep trail in the pine tree section 
just outside of El Rayo, check one. 
Continuing on, clearing the water 
crossing, the course wound its way past 
the Santa Catarina mission into more 
sandy road sections, then hard pan 
rain rut sections.

The estimated time into check two, 
Nuevo Junction was 7:45 a.m. Jack 
Johnson took the freshly pitted Husky 
from Larry and cleared the check at 
7:58 a.m. Tarling was the next bike 
into the pits, handing the Husky over 
to his partner Bill Bogner. Harden 
entered next, Wallingsford, his 
partner, exited very quickly. John 
Moseley jumped off and Lindsey 
Pickens jumped on just as Doug Otten 
and Jay Orendorff came in, both on 
TT500s. Partners Ramon Bruner and 
Dwayne Carter took over in that order. 
John Fero and Cordis Brooks took off 
almost side by side, taking over for 
Baker and Malocco. Tom Brooks’ bike 
came into the pits 12th. John Hateley 
was not the co-rider; he didn’t show 
up. Brooks found Max Eddy 
wandering around town doing 
nothing, and made him a partner. 
Recovering from a leg injury, and with 
no pre-run whatsoever, Max flew in 
about 18 minutes behind the leader. 
Brooks crashed four miles out of 
Nuevo and retired. The 14th bike into 








the pits was the 250 KTM of Tom 
Kelly, who crashed when Stumbo blew 
a turn in front of him, but recovered. 
Handing it over to Bob Balentine, the 
instructions were to gas it because 
Stumbo was close behind. Three bikes 
later, Mark Zoller took the Bul from 
Stumbo and left just as the third 250 
flew in, Rick Finger. His partner Jim 
Jackson took off knowing there was 
going to be a real battle for first in this 
class. 

Dick Vick (Hus) was smokin’ class 
38, his partner John Watkins took 
over, then second-place Don Lallier 
turned the TT over to Bob Ottosen. 
Third-place Walt Axthelm (Kaw) was 
relieved by Tim Smith. Ron Griewe 
turned the TT500 over to Pete Wilkins 
and Gene Fox gave the Suzuki to Rich 
Hale. 

Heading toward the 4,000 ft. summit 
of the Sierra De Juarez range, the first 
three or four miles (except for a few 
ditches) were fast. Then the racers 
started using gears not engaged since 
leaving the pits; first, second and 
sometimes third. The next seven miles 
were super rocky and loose. The last 
mile was the worst: Loose, large 
boulders and staircase rock ledges. 
Webster's hasn't invented a word that 
would quite describe this ridge. The 











racers had a few but we are not 
allowed to print them. Zoller burned 
out the Bul’s clutch here. | 

Cresting the top, Johnson, 
Wallingsford and Tarling worked 
their bikes like trial bikes. The three 
mile downhill section is so bad that if a 
rider got above second gear he was in 
bad trouble: Three different dropoffs, 
two shortcuts, and boulders. 


Once off the ridge the course 
poured into a sandwash. Mike Stearns 
Byron Krenek and Preston Gerber 
discovered some of the submerged 
rocks below the sand and Cordis 
Brooks discovered the Yamaha was 
running lean. The last section of the 
wash opened up to almost one quarter- 
mile wide. One racer said, “You could 
get passed here and never know it.” 

Clearing check three at Cohabuso 
Junction, the racers enjoyed about 
nine miles of fast winding road then'a 
small section of Laguna Salada dry, 
lake. The 15-mile stretch was covered 
in about 12 minutes. 


At Tres Pozos, check four, the first 
bike in was Johnson, then 
Wallingsford, Joe Jones (who relieved 
Todd Martella) and Bruner. The first 
class 21 bikes through were Balentine, 
Jackson (who once passed Balentine), 
Mike Stearns and Alan Dietor. The 
class 20 leaders were Cartledge, 
Wiseman (Kaplan's partner), Heath 
Hibbard (Erl’s Up-Tite Husky partner) 
and Steve Platt (Townsend's partner), 
Leaving Tres Pozos, the road was 
hardpan for about four miles, then 
came a half mile of siltbed thrown in 
just in case some of the bikes were 
running a little lean. From there to 
Pilarito Pass it was a complete 
assortment of volcanic rock with 
scattered sandwash and rock sections. 

From here to El Chinero was a good 
place to pass because the course split 
in about five directions. One was a 
wash; tight and twisty, slowing you 
down considerably at first. Two fire 
roads were there but they were real 
cobby. The fast route was the other 
fire road for about two miles, then 
jump into the wash and screw it on. 

Johnson gave the Husky back to 
Roeseler at El Chinero with about.a 
nine-minute cushion on Wallingsford. 
Hardin took over and the bikes took 
off for San Felipe, check five, over 
smooth, rolling, sandy roads. The only 
danger here is getting too close to the 
gnarly bushes beside the road that will 
put you on the ground in a hurry. 

From San Felipe to Laguna Diablo 
(better known as Diablo Dry Lake), it 
was WFO. Once on the lake Hardin, 
Martella, Kelly, and Fero were lying 
on their tanks, their bikes wide open. 
Soon they reached the sand and bush 
section and had to slow down. 

In the second section, Rick Finger, 
Mike Quibodeaux, Doug Otten and 
Byron Krenek flew across the lake and 
slowed down for the second section of 
rough stuff. If a rider got too far off 
course he needed scuba gear. The 
racers headed right, away from the 
lake, until they picked up the graded 
area that led them to the section 
paralleling the road (I-16). 

At San Matias Jay Orendorff, 
Donnie Campbell, Ric Secor and Mike 
Cartledge gassed it through the four- 
mile section of fast sandwash, then two 
miles of fast road into El Burro. 

Roeseler was really cookin’ down the 
motocross-type trail into Mike’s Sky 
Ranch when disaster struck. Cresting a 
rise, the Husky was airborne heading 
straight for a VW Microbus driven by 
a vacationer not aware that ribbon 
and arrows mean a race course. The 
driver swerved and Larry hit the bus, 
breaking the windshield and tearing 
off the front-mounted spare tire. The 
impact bent the forks to the 
downtube, smashed the cases, snapped 
a shock and bent the frame. Larry 





rode the mess into Mike’s and waved 
Hardin on. 

The first bike back to Nuevo 
Junction was Wallingsford at 1:22 
p-m. Next bike in was Joe Jones, 35 
minutes later. Kelly, Baker and 
Jackson followed. 

The second time around the Nuevo 
to El Rodeo loop would take its toll on 
the bikes as the cars, trucks, and 
buggies were out there now and some 
of the cars don’t like to let bikes by. 
The lights went on at San Felipe and 
the sun disappeared around 5:15 p.m. 

Orendorff and Carter, surviving 
four flats and a crash, were now in 
second place thanks to Jones and 
Martella welding on their pipe and 
changing tires and crashing. John Fero 
blew a light and took one off of a truck 
to make it into fourth in class 22. The 
Balentine/Kelly-Finger/Jackson duel 
went on all through the night. Jackson 
took over and went to pass a VW. The 
car ran him off the road into a two- 
‘foot high rock. When Jackson woke up 
his bike was 50 feet down the course. 
That made it almost impossible to 
catch the leaders unless they developed 
problems too. 

Night put an end to Team 
Cartledge’s race. Their lights couldn’t 
hack the dust from cars. Scott Coutts 
and Tom Lamar (R.C. Co./Omos’ 
M/C Sales Hus) had lights as bright as 
Las Vegas and took the lead. Erl and 
Hibbard moved into third. Kaplan got 
off, got lost, but held on to fourth. 
sDawn Grant and Scott Child 
maintained fifth in Class 21 behind 
the Tim Fagg/Bob West (Oss) and 
Steve Holladay/Wayne Cook (Hus) 
teams, with the Donald Louis/Mike 
Quibodeaux (Hus) duo sixth. All but 
10 finished in Class 21. Ten dropped 
out of Class 20. 

Estimation of the first lap plus the 
run to Ensenada had the spectators 
looking for the leader at around 7:30. 





The cars, dust and darkness added an 
hour and a half to the time of arrival. 

Wallingsford, the leader, worked 
his way towards El Rodeo through a 
plowed field, then on to check eight, 
Tres Hermanos, hoping the farmers 
didn’t close any of the gates. Hitting 
Ojos Negros, his mind was numb from 
concentration. The bike would get 
airborne and the ground would 
disappear. 

Mexican troops with M-16 rifles 
lined the finish area as everyone 
strained their eyes at the hill in the 
distance. Soon a brilliant light started 
winding its way down the far hill, and 
the multitude of spectators went wild. 
Turning right and downshifting, 
Brent Wallingsford shut down the 
flawless-running Husky and wrapped 
up, along with Harden, the overall win 
of the 1977 Baja 1000. When asked 
what it was like to ride in the dark, 
Wallingsford said it was “like riding in 
a tunnel.” e

Weekly top-end 
maintenance 


To have a motor that will per- 
form to its maximum potential, 
last longer, and run the same 
week after week takes some effort 
on your part as the rider/mechanic. It 
won't stay together by itself. The top- 
end should be torn down, inspected 
and cleaned every week, to remain 
competitive on any level of racing. 
That is, if you are racing seriously.

The time involved is not much 
compared to the added assurance of 
keeping your motor from self- 
destructing between your legs while 
you are leading your moto. 

If you have access to a glass beader, 
solvent tank, and hone the whole 
procedure won't take more than one 
hour of your time, once you are 
acquainted with it. If you don’t have 
these tools available (not many people 
have a glass beader in their garage), it 
may take awhile longer. In that case 
you will need a scotch brite pad, which 
is a nylon brillo pad without the soap, 
a stainless steel wire brush available 
from any welding supply store for 
about 75¢, emery cloth, contact 
cleaner, and solvent. If you are not 
experienced at honing cylinders we 
recommend that you take it to your 
local bike shop to have this done. 

It’s best to wash your bike before 
loosening any bolts. You don’t want 
dirt or anything else that you might 
have collected during your last race to 
fall into the motor and cause more 
problems than you might already 
have. 

Pull the head off. If you haven't 
done this for awhile, or ever for that 
matter, you will probably discover a 
rather large buildup of carbon on it. If 
you don’t have a glass beader, use the 
contact cleaner to soften the carbon 
and the wire brush and scotch brite 
pad to remove it. Be sure to remove all 
the carbon, leaving the combustion 
chamber completely clean. Wash the 
head with solvent, paying special 
attention to the spark plug threads. If 
there is any dirt or carbon left in the 
threads you might tear them up when 
you replace the spark plug. 

To reduce carbon buildup on the 
head in the future and allow better 
heat transfer (which is essential for 
engine cooling), polish the combustion 
chamber with emery cloth. After using 
the emery cloth, use a polishing 
compound to polish the aluminum 
until it starts to shine like chrome. 

Next remove the cylinder. If you 
have a reed valve, take it off so that it 
won’t get gummed up when you 
decarbon the cylinder. Clean all the 
carbon out of the exhaust port using 
contact cleaner and a scotch brite pad. 
Polish it if you can. This will allow you 
to just wipe it clean after the next race. 

The exhaust flange should also be 
cleaned and polished. When the steel 
gets hot, unlike aluminum, the carbon 
really builds up and sticks. Polishing it 
will build up a resistance on the 
surface of the flange. 

As we said earlier, if you have never 
done honing, it’s better to take your 
cylinder to your local shop to have it 
done. There shouldn’t be any 
problems with the hone catching in 
the ports if someone with experience 
does the honing. You want to make a 
couple of passes through the cylinder, 
just enough to break the glaze on the 
cylinder walls. The ring of carbon 
between the top ring and the top of the 
cylinder can be removed with the 
scotch brite pad and contact cleaner. 


Is it worn out? 


The piston should now be removed 
and inspected for wear. To check for 
looseness of the piston in the cylinder, 
look to see how far down the carbon 
goes on the piston. If the carbon is just 
below the ring, or below the lower ring 
on a dual ringed piston, that’s normal 
because the piston is tapered with the 
smaller diameter at the top. If the 
carbon is halfway down the side of the 
piston you can be sure that it is worn 
out. You also want to check and see if 
dirt has been run through the motor, 
causing wear. Little particles of dirt 
will put tiny lines or grooves in the side 
of the piston making it appear flat 
grey looking. This is also a good 








indication that your piston should be 
replaced. If you can see where the 
piston has been rubbing against the 
bore, but is still shiny and has 


machined marks, most likely it is still

What’s it all about, Doug Mockett? 
Meet the new Czar of AMA 


racing 


LONG BEACH, CA, NOV. 8, 1977 
CN: What is your job with AMA? 
DM: I've been hired to upgrade motor- 
cycle racing, to attempt to make it a 
major spectator sport — to make it as 
big a deal as possible. 

CN: How do you plan to go about it? 
DM: Several different ways. We plan 
to get more and better television 
coverage. Plans are in the works now 
to do one of the Camel Pro Series 
events live next year, it’ll be a mile dirt 
track event. To upgrade our facilities: 
There are some that are not worthy of 
national caliber events. To try and 
upgrade our competitors. We plan a 
public relations school for them so 
they'll feel more comfortable with 
broadcast and print media. To search 
for bigger and better sponsors. 

We're planning to implement as 
much of that as possible as soon as 
possible and to get as involved as 
possible. 


CN: In 1977 there were 28 events on 
the Camel Pro Series schedule. Since 
there are 30 events scheduled for 
1978 what changes and additions 
have you made? 

DM: Well, the schedule hasn’t been 


finalized yet but we are trying to 
negotiate a new facility in the 
northwest to replace Castle Rock, 
which is out. We are planning to add 
an event in Denver, a second Loudon 
road race, a Des Moines, Iowa half- 
mile at the Iowa State Fair and 
tentatively Sacramento (Aggie is still 
waiting for a letter of approval from 
management of the fair). 

CN: For the last couple of years 
we’ve had National Champions 
winning the title without scoring 
any road race points. Do you have 
any plans to keep that from 
happening in the future? 

DM: In 1978 it will look like you don’t 
have to road race to win the National 
Championship. However, we've 
stacked the road races at the 
beginning of the year starting with 
Riverside in February, Daytona in 
March, Charlotte Motor Speedway 
and Sears Point in April. 

CN: What do you plan to do about 
the back gate? That’s been such a 
problem for promoters and racers at 
smaller events for such a long time. 
DM: What we are planning is a com- 
bination back gate/insurance package 
all tied together. In the past, a

professional license cost $55. It will 
now cost $80. This is only a tentative 
plan, it must be approved by the 
board, but it is so far actuarily sound 
and seems to meet with approval of the 
competitors and promoters. 

We will eliminate the $9 charge per 
competitor and $6 charge per 
mechanic at the back gate. We will 
charge the promoter an insurance 
package that is somewhat different 
from last year’s. However, we will 
permit the promoter to charge a back 
gate admission of up to $7, at his 
discretion. 

CN: Would the promoter then be 
paying the rider’s insurance? 

DM: He would pay the insurance. The 
$25 one-time charge for the rider 
covers part of it. The $7 at the back 
gate (if the promoter cared to charge) 
would cover the bulk of the insurance 
the promoter will pay out in front. 

We have spent literally weeks going 
through our past records and 
discovering trends of losses per type of 
event. Events that sustain high losses 
will be paying a lot more for insurance 
than events that don’t. It’s an entirely 
new program all the way down. For 
example: Insurance cost on a 
motocross, the way it actually figures 
out is $1,010; on a road race it's 
$2,550; on a short track it’s $815. So, 
you see, it’s based on the loss that type 
of event expects. 

Benefits for the competitor last year 
were: $10,000 medical, $5,000 death 
benefit, $100 deductible, 75% pay. 
Next year there is no deductible and 
100% pay. If you are out competiting 
and you get hurt in an AMA 
professional event, you don’t worry 
about dime one. 

The other point behind the 
insurance program is that we think we 
can sell more aggressively additional 
programs to other promoters with this 
type of insurance package. It’s more 
economical for the promoter and of 
greater benefit to the rider. 


CN: Will the referee be collecting 
any money at the back gate? 

DM: AMA will be collecting the back 
gate for the promoter to assure that, 
since that’s our insurance back there 
also, the right people get into the pits, 
making sure that if you’re a mechanic 
you have a mechanic’s license to be in 
there. Our insurance would not cover 
just anyone who pays the $7 to get in 
the pits. 

CN: Does the $7 a promoter can 
charge go solely to the promoter or 
does some of it go in some way to the 
AMA? 

DM: The AMA does not collect one 
dime of that money. The referee is 
paid by the promoter. As always, when 
you buy a sanction package, officials’ 
fees are included.

CN: Do you plan to raise the 
referees’ pay in conjunction with 
this? 

DM: I don’t think so, but that would 
be up to Mel Parkhurst, Mike DiPrete, 
and Bill Boyce. 

CN: Can promoters sell pit passes? 
DM: Promoters cannot sell pit passes 
at AMA events. Except at AMA/FIM 
international events the FIM will 
supercede and they can. We're going 
to experiment at certain events next 
year and sell pit passes. We would like 
the crowd to get down and meet the 
Kenny Roberts and Tony DiStefanos 
of the world. 

CN: What about Daytona this year? 
We heard that a telegram is in 
Boyce’s hands right now saying it’s 
been cancelled. 

DM: Where did you hear that? 

CN: Well, we get all the rumors you 
know, true and untrue. 

DM: What it boils down to is that Bill 
France wants to meet with the AMA 
board. Bob Rudolph has wired him 
and told him if he feels he has 
problems he should meet with me, and 
any other promoter should meet with 
me. 

We have no problems! Any 
problems we may have are imaginary 
and in France’s mind rather than in 
reality. 

CN: Isn’t the hassle over television 
rights, and hasn’t he negotiated his 
own television coverage for Daytona 
in the past? 

DM: Yes, but I don’t know what it's 
over — nobody will tell me. He says 
there are problems but he won't tell 
me what they are. Rudolph wired him 
back and told him to meet with me to 
see what I had to say. Then apparently 
he wired Boyce and told Boyce he 
wanted the AMA to withdraw his 
sanction and return his money until 
these problems, whatever they are, 
could be straightened out, but to 
please do so without prejudice so he 
could re-apply for the sanction when 
they are all solved. 

CN: Isn’t it a little strange that France 
would drop his sanction? 

DM: No, I don’t find it strange at all. 
I think there is a great deal of fear and 
paranoia among promoters that the 
AMA has hired someone to fill this 
position. Someone who knows the 
inside world of promotion and has a 
lot of programs they want to institute 
that the promoters may or may not 
find beneficial. 

CN: How true is that fear? 

DM: The fear is paranoia. There is 
nothing we plan to do, either me 
personally or we at the AMA, that 
would injure, endanger or harm any 
promoter in any way. Every program 
we have designed or are working on is 
designed to provide a better show for 
the public, better working conditions 
(if you will) with more money for the 
competitors and a better program for 
the promoters to sell to the public, 
which in theory will make them more 
money. 


CN: Promoters will be worried 
about television negotiations. The 
AMA has the right to negotiate or 
approve any television contracts. 
How do you plan to address that 
question? 


DM: That question is being addressed 
right now. The AMA owns the rights, 
will negotiate the rights, or will work 
in conjunction with promoters to 
negotiate the rights. 

Bill France has been negotiating his 
own deals for years. I do not pretend 
to be as presumptious as to suppose 
that I could cut a better deal with a 
television network than he can. 
However, I can help him cut a better 
deal. I think, but I don’t know, that 
he’s‘afraid the AMA is going to usurp 
his entire deal and keep whatever they 
feel like — which isn’t true at all. 


The AMA is out for the betterment 
of the sport, the competitor, the 
promoter, and in this particular case 
the television audience. 


CN: How do we get more brand 
competition in our Grand National 
Championship races? 

DM: Dick O’Brien from H-D put it 
very succinctly. He said that “if 
Yamaha wants to spend the millions 
we've spent, they can win on dirt too.” 
I'm sure if you spoke to Ken Clark at 
Yamaha, he would say the same thing 
to anyone else who wants to road race. 

I don't know that brand 
competition is a. solution. I think you 
will agree there is no way we can pass 
rules mandating manufacturers to join 
in or even influence manufacturers to 
join in. We can pass rules that provide 
for the best possible competition and 
trust that manufacturers will come in 
and take advantage of the rules to 
create racing machines to meet the 
rules and go out to win. 

As far as the dirt track situation 
goes, we have had some testing done 
on H-D motors and Norton motors 
with a restrictor plate. It’s lowered the 
RPMs and lowered the horsepower to 
an equal level, to where they both put 
out exactly the same amount of 
horsepower at a lower RPM. 

The problem with dirt track racing 
is a one-brand domination and a limit 
on the supply. So if you can make the 
supply last longer by lowering the Rs 
and make it more reliable, perhaps 
now a Norton can go out and win an 
event, maybe Triumph can come 
back, maybe a Yamaha will be more 
competitive. But this is something that 
must be approved by the board, 
although in principle they approved it 
at their last meeting. We feel 
confident it will help class C racing. 
CN: Some of the riders complain 
there are too many events on the 
Camel Pro Series schedule and that 
because of it we came close to not 
having enough riders to make a full 
program at some events this last year. 
Will the AMA cut back on the 
number of events in the future? 

DM: Not for 1978 but maybe for 
1979. It all depends on who you talk 
to. Some say 30 events are too many, 
some say not enough, some say it’s just 
enough. 

CN: Doesn’t it worry you that entries 
seem to be diminishing on the 
national circuit? 

DM: It does worry me and we have 
taken steps with this insurance 
program to try to create more flat 
track racing, particularly at a local 
level on a weekly basis. We have 
become very aggressive with soliciting 
this program to local promoters. We 
are going to create regional and local 
motocross programs, too. You have to 
have a base to feed the top, and in the 
Camel Pro Series we’ve got to re-create 
the base. 


CN: How long have you been on the 
job now? 

DM: I was hired in July ('77) and 
worked part time from the middle of 
July up to the end of August. I’ve been 
working solidly at it now since the 
middle of September. 


CN: What are some of the new 
programs coming up for 1978? 

DM: Glad you asked! We'll be placing 
more emphasis on road races, 
particularly Superbikes. We feel this 
class has a great future. It has more 
brands, this past year virtually each 
event was won by a different brand 
and different rider. Besides, I think we 
all like the thunder of those things. It 
will be physically recognizable. 

What we're trying to do is create 
more interest in the class from several 
points of view. We want to sell the 
class to promoters and to competitors 
so we can create a set of rules they can 
live with and build racing machines at

fairly reasonable cost. And to the 
manufacturers, because this is exciting 
racing for which virtually everybody 
makes a bike. 

The rules are 1025cc’s, you’ve got to 
run the stock forks, frame, tank and 
seat. You can either sleeve it or bore it to 
get to 1025cc. We'll allow slick tires, 
not DOT tires, reasonable engine 
modifications, aftermarket exhaust 
systems, aftermarket carburetor 
systems (the only restriction there is 
that they have to be the same bore that 
came on the bike). The overall point is 
we're trying to create a class similar to 
NASCAR racing or funny car racing, 
where it looks like a stock bike but it 
goes like hell. 


CN: How do the promoters feel 
about the Superbike class? 

DM: They seem to like it very much. 
The crowds like it and seem to be 
demanding more of it. 

CN: What are the chances of a 
Superbike national points paying 
event? 

DM: We're looking into that for the 
future. We also have another 
approach — a one day national road 
race similar to a dirt track or 
motocross national. We will be doing 
that at several road races this year. I 
think we'll be eliminating one class, 
but we'll have one full day of enjoyable 
racing for spectators, much like they 
do in Europe. Plus, subject to board 
approval, the option of being able to 
run the race in the rain. Virtually 
everyone else runs in the rain and it 
will bring us more in line with the rest 
of the world. 

We have a brand new racing 
program called “Progressive 
Professional,” designed to get 
promoters and tracks into the AMA. 
This will be limited to juniors and 
novices or advanced amateurs. If you 
are an amateur and you want to take a 
shot at being a professional, we sell 
you a low-buck license, you race in the 
Progressive Pro class and try it out. 
You get half points or quarter points, I 
don’t know which. If you like it you 
can become a pro novice and if you 
don’t, you can go back to being an 
amateur. Purse money is involved and 
also a very inexpensive insurance 
program that provides excellent 
benefits at a very reasonable cost to the 
promoter. We will do this for flat 
track, motocross and TT. For the cost 
of the license, which will be $10 or 
$15, plus an AMA membership, he’s 
In. 

The AMA will be hiring assistants 
for Mel Parkhurst and Mike DiPrete to 
go out to sell and establish these 
programs in a very aggressive manner 
on both local and regional levels. 

CN: What’s the word on helmets?

DM: Motorcycle racing is extremely 
dangerous. When an insurance 
company insures the AMA or any 
other type of motorcycle racing they 
know they're going to have a 
substantial number of losses because of 
the very nature of the competition. We 
feel we have an obligation to our 
competitors to insist they wear nothing 
but the safest helmet, leathers, and at 
the same time insist that the promoter 
provide the safest possible facility. To 
be perfectly blunt, it’s terribly 
expensive to keep someone in the 
hospital. We'd much rather he didn’t 
go there at all. Following this vein, we 
feel the most stringent helmet tests are 
the Snell Foundation 1975 standards. 
Starting January 1, at every AMA 
professional event every AMA racer 
will have to wear a Snell ’75 approved 
helmet. At least five companies now 
make Snell approved helmets and our 
technical people have been told not to 
accept anyone entering without a 
helmet with the Snell 75 sticker. 

CN: Who makes the rules for AMA 
professional racing? 

DM: The rules are made in several 
different ways. We have a road race 
committee, flat track committee and 
motocross committe, which all suggest 
rules which I then approve. We have a 
new form, designed by Bill Boyce, 
which is handed out at events for 
mechanics and riders who have 
suggestions. We've received hundreds 
of these forms back with some real 
good suggestions. In fact, the 
suggestion for the dirt track 
carburetor restrictor came from Mert 
Lawwill who sent us his form. Another 
form came from road racing, which 
suggested racing in the rain. The staff 
makes up other rules. 

CN: Are you the last word in whether 
a rule is or isn’t to be? 

DM: Yes, but what I've been doing is 
going to the board with rules I think 
could be controversial, for an objective 
viewpoint. I’ve told people, if you have 
something you want-changed to call 
me or Bill Boyce and we'll listen. We 
take phone calls and letters very, very 
seriously. 

CN: What do you foresee as the 
biggest problems in your job for 
1978? 

DM: There are quite a few problems, 
but I don’t look upon the problems as 
problems. I really believe most 
problems are opportunities in disguise. 
We have quite a few sponsorship 
opportunities out there we will 
certainly seek. We want to upgrade 
the facilities, get more and better 
television, and have good liaison with 
our promoters and our competitors. 


There have been some rumblings. 
that some of the competitors weren't 
too pleased down at Pompano Beach, 
Florida that the AMA felt we had to 
take some stern steps against someone 
who didn’t appear to race. The AMA’s 
feeling at that time, and it still is, that 
if we’re to make the sport grow we 
need more and better television 
coverage; and if we have a race called 
the Race of Champions which includes 
every champion physically possible to 
compete, then I think everybody has 
an obligation to be there, for the 
future of the sport and for the 
betterment of their own future. 

CN: How can a promoter get a 
$50,000 purse obviously from a 
television contract for an AMA 
sanctioned jump-off, when the AMA 
could only put up a $16,000 purse for 
the AMA sanctioned Race of 
Champions, which also was 
televised? 

DM: I think this goes back to an 
opportunity we have to centralize our 
television negotiations so when we go 
to television networks as the AMA in 
conjunction with either one of those 
promoters, we must go in together very 
strong and convince the networks 
jointly that this is worthy of a lot of 
money. What this negotiation tells me 
is that promoter B is better than 
promoter A at negotiating. Perhaps 
the television audience is more 
interested in spectacle than substance 
and they are more willing to pay for 
spectacle than substance. Perhaps this 
is the problem. I don’t think the 
exposure from jump-offs is bad for the 
sport of motorcycling. TV contracts in 
the past have been handled in a rather 
casual manner. I am taking very firm 
steps to firm that up and keep 
everything under a tighter rein. 


CN: But can you do that right now 
without a period of allowing the 
promoters to get used to the way it’s 
going to be? 

DM: I've already told them and we're 
seeing eye to eye on these matters. 

CN: Do you find it difficult to be 
objective at times when you have to 
deal with strong personalties of some 
of the promoters? 


DM: Not as long as they want to do it 
my way. But seriously, I have kind of a 
strong personality myself and I find 
that most of the promoters that have a 
gripe or an opportunity, we'll work out 
what we have to work out. The only 
problem I'll have with them is me 
getting to know them and them 
getting to know me. 

If there's any area in which I've been 

lax it's that we’ve been so busy I’ve not 
been able to go on the road, sit down 
with them and discuss their particular 
problems in their particular areas 
regarding their events. This is 
something I plan to do shortly after 
the awards banquet this month. 
CN: How do you like your job so far? 
DM: It’s extremely challenging, at 
times very frustrating and at times very 
rewarding. It’s enjoyable by and large. 
I'm having quite a bit of fun. The 
thing that’s exciting is that I can see 
the potential of the sport growing. It’s 
really just applying a lot of publicity 
programs, promotional programs and 
lining up new sponsors. This is a very 
marketable sport and it has not been 
marketed. My background is in 
marketing and promotion and that’s 
something I think I can be most 
valuable to the AMA in doing. 


CN: When will we be seeing results 
on this? 

DM: The board, before they hired 
me, asked how long it would take 
before they got results. I swallowed 
because I knew they wanted to hear six 
weeks. I said six months to a year. I 
really believe it will take one full year 
before you have any really concrete 
results. sat

Fresh from Baja, Bruce Ogilvie 
(2X), consistent winner in the 
250cc Expert class, took first over- 
all at So. Cal’s 33rd Annual desert 
Turkey Chase Sunday, but he didn’t 
do it without a fight. 


The bomb run was solid wind- 
ripples, with no hot set-up to give 


anybody an early lead. As a result, the 
forty leaders arrived at the bomb in a 
solid clump. 

A mile further out, a rider crashed, 
a second rider plowed into him, and 
then a third. All told 23 bikes piled 
up. Nobody was hurt, but it did space 
the riders out a little. By first check, 
Bob Rutten had a healthy lead, with 
Bruce Olgivie and Mike Edmondson 
running second and a close third. 


By the end of the first loop Rutten 
had a full minute lead, Ogilvie and 
Edmundson were still in second and 
third, with a minute on fourth place 
Bryan Wright, Div. I expert. Corrie 
Timms on a 400 was in fifth, with Bill 
Salzman following. 


Salzman spoiled his perfect record 
this year. He will not, for the first time 
since the Turkey Chase moved to 
Olancha, be disqualified. Of course, 
the official results are yet tg be 
compiled. Tentative congratulations, 
Bill! 


The course was wide open and fast, 
especially the second loop (only loop 
for beginners and trail novices) which 
gives the advantage to heavyweight 
bikes. So it was no small feat for Bruce 
Ogilvie on his 250 to beat out 
Edmondson on a 400. 


Bob Rutten, with an unbeatable 
lead, broke down.a mile from the 
finish. This put Edmondson in the 
lead, but about this time he made a 
mistake that cost him first overall. He 
turned around, gestured to Ogilvie 
that he (Edmondson) was the 
“champ.” Bruce says, “We'll see about 
that,” gassed it, and passed Mike just 
before the finish. 


Amateur Bill Shipley on a 400 KTM 
took a first in class, as did Heavy- 
weight Novice Eric MacCracken. 
Division I winners were amateur L.R. 
Watkins and Novice Robin Busse. 


In Division II classes, expert Gary 
Charters just nosed out Charlie Hamill 
before reporting to Rescue 3 for a 
patch-job on a badly split chin. This is 
Charlie’s first ride on a 175, having 





traded in his number one trailbike 
expert plate for the extra power. 
Charlie’s got a speedometer on this 
bike, but he’s talking about taking it 
off. Says the sandwashes didn’t bother 
him, but the speedometer bouncing 
between 60 and 65 mph scared the wits 
out of him. 


Chuck Bollinger took first Am. Div. 
II, and Juan Benavidez won the novice 
Div. II class, his first ride since moving 
up from a 90cc bike. 


Joe Lackhart, pride of the Rovers 
and still in high school, took an early 
lead in his class, and held it to win first 
trailbike expert. Ram Guilbean took 
first amateur trail, and Dan Theel first 
novice trailbike.. Second Novice 
trailbike was Oren Beck, Jr. Theel and 
Beck were riding a pair of Allied 


Suzukis supplied by Theel’s father. 


Trudy Beck -was first overall 
women’s division on a 250. June Elias 
chalked up yet another win in the 125 
Women’s Expert class. Shiela Hopkins 
and her sister Cathy took the 125 
women’s amateur and novice 
respectively, coming in a mere four 
bikes apart. 

In the senior heavyweight division, 
Bruce Lewellyn walked away with th 
expert class. Bruce is in contention 
with So. Cal’s Dick Camp for number 
one plate next year. 


Bob Perkins was first senior amateur 
heavyweight. Bob was just elected 
AMA District 37 president for 1978, 
but that wasn’t why he came across the 
finish line grinning from ear to ear 
Sunday.

The Milwaukee approach to Japanese 
Trans-AMA Series supremacy

I was in the Harley-Davidson team pits at the 
Dallas Trans-AMA talking with Harley- 
Davidson’s motocross team manager Clyde 
Denzer. Their latest 360 prototype bike being 


used in the Trans-AMA Series 
was about to become the next 
subject in Cycle News’ continuing 
series of reports on the exotic 


factory machinery campaigned in the 
1977 Trans-AMA. Before dealing with 
the bike itself, it seemed important to 
find out the philosophy of H-D’s 
involvement in national and 
international motocross competition. 


Presently Harley-Davidson only sells 
one motocross bike, their 250 MX, 
and supplies of the 250cc bike are 
barely large enough to support a full- 
fledged racing effort composed of 
riders Marty Tripes, Rex Staten, Rich 
Eierstedt and their mechanics. 
Additionally, Harley has had an Open 
class prototype for two seasons now, 
and there seem to be no immediate 
plans to market an Open class 
production bike anytime in the near 
future. The first question I asked of 
Clyde was, “Why is Harley so seriously 
into supporting a factory motocross 


“Part of the idea behind the Harley 
motocross team is to let people know 
that we sell motorcycles other than big 
four-stroke street bikes. We have a line 





of lightweight street and dirt bikes that 
has been somewhat hidden by our big 
bike image,” he said. 


“The Open class 360 we’re using in 
the Trans-AMA Series now is at least-a 
year away from production if the time 
it took for us to develop the 250 MX is 
any indication. We may never get 
around to selling motocross bikes ina 
large enough volume to justify the size 
of our team, but we feel the image 
we're setting should help us in the 
overall sales picture.” 


The most interesting thing about 
the Harley motocross effort is that it is 
tied in directly with development of 
the bikes. To a degree this is how 
many of the other top motocross bike 
manufacturers work, but not to such 
extremes as Harley. Most Japanese 
manufacturers develop works bikes 
through their engineering 
departments where most original 
designs are conceived. From there the 
bikes go to the test track where riders 
test the new designs to see how they 
work. Usually the top contracted 
factory riders, such as Roger DeCoster 
for Suzuki or Pierre Karsmakers for 
Yamaha, are called in to test the bikes 
and offer any opinions of their own. 


Once a new design is proven to be 
competitive and reliable on the test 
track, it’s then put into limited 
production in the form of works bikes 
to be used by the factory's motocross 
team. As is the case with most of the 
Japanese and European factory teams, 
their prototype works bikes are pretty 
well sorted out before they ever lay a 
knobby track in national or inter- 
national competition. Once the bikes 
are in competition for a while and 
the new design has proven to be 
reliable and competitive, then the 
factory will start thinking about 
building production versions for sale. 


Where Harley-Davidson differs 
from this proven method is that their 
engineering department doesn’t do the 
initial design on the motocross bike 
because they have no experience with 
motocross. Added to this is the fact 
that all Harley's two-stroke bikes and 
engine designs come from Aeromacchi 
in Italy. What Harley did four years 
ago was form a motocross team and 
told them to design their own bikes 
based on the Aeromacchi 250cc 
street/trail bike they sold. It was 
hardly an easy assignment, because 
Harley used their own people rather 
than goout and hire the best available 
designers who knew something about 
motocross. Race team mechanics Don 
Habbermill and John Ingham are the 
two people most responsible for the 
tremendous amount of progress made 
with the works bikes and production 
bikes since the motocross project 
began. 


What remains to be a difficulty for 
the motocross team though, is that 
they receive no direct input from the 
engineering departments at Harley- 
Davidson or Aeromacchi. In effect, 
the bikes are designed in the field by 
the motocross team and whatever they 
come up with that works is eventually 
transferred along to the engineering 
department so it can be incorporated 
into production. This is hardly a bad 
way to do things if you have 
experienced motocross riders and 
designers on the team who know how 
to build competitive motocross bikes. 

The handicaps for such a 
development policy though, are 
obvious. The first being it’s hard to 
win races when you're busy playing 
with new designs and don’t know if 
they'll work or not. The second is that 
Harley's present race budget isn’t large 
enough to hire the best available riders 
and designers to engineer the 
motocross bikes. 


“We've tried to hire the best possible 
riders we could,” explained Clyde, 
“within what our budget would allow. 
Rex Staten was our first choice for the 
team last year because we knew he had 
a reputation for being tough on bikes 


and figured he would bring out any 
weak points the bikes might have. 
Marty Tripes was added to the team 
for 1977 because he’s obviously fast 
when he wants to be. Rich Eierstedt 
was signed on for the Trans-AMA 
Series Support class in hopes that we 
could pull off the overall win there 
with our 250cc, but it turned out the 
class was filled up, so we put him into 
the 500cc International class where 
he’s been doing pretty good.” 


What happens then, as far as big 
design goes, is that each rider and his 
mechanic modifies their bike with 
whatever changes they feel it needs to 
be competitive. This usually means 
looking at what everyone else is doing 
and trying to copy it. And since the 
engineering department at Harley isn’t 
much help, the team has to go 
shopping for readily available 
production components when bike re- 
design gets more complicated then 
rewelding frame tubes. 


Nuts and bolts 


The Harley 360 works bike is 
derived from their 250cc works bike, 
which is quite similar to the 250 MX 
production bike. The works bikes are 
one stage ahead of the production 
bikes though, as far as frame design 
and geometry are concerned. The 
suspension could be considered two 
stages ahead of production in that the 
three team riders updated their works 
bikes this past fall for more travel. 


Suspension components are hardly 
exclusive to Harley with Tripes and 
Eierstedt using the expensive Kayaba 
air/spring 10% -inch travel forks now 
being marketed in the states by 
Suzuki. Rex Staten is using production 
Yamaha YZ air/spring forks which 
provide a little less travel at 9% 
inches. Rear suspension travel on all 
three team bikes is 10% inches using 
Fox Air Shoxs and Cross Up aluminum 
swingarms. 


The engine is the 5-speed 250cc 
piston port production model which 
has been bored and sleeved to 35lcc. 
Carburetion is provided by a 38mm 
Mikuni. The engine design is pretty 
outdated with bulky and heavy 
aluminum cases, while everyone else 
seems to be using lighter, smaller 
magnesium cases at least for their 
works bikes, if not for their production 
models. Other poor features include 
the drive sprocket located too far 
ahead of the swingarm pivot and a 
kickstarter lever that interferes with 
the clutch cable where it enters the 
side case. No cylinder reed induction 
or case reed induction system is used in 
this day and age when every other 
competitive motocross bike, with the 
exception of KTM, uses some such 


system. 

In an attempt to keep weight down, 
the team bikes are using Yamaha YZ 
conical hubs rather than the heavy 
Harley full-width aluminum 
production units. And besides, the 
Yamaha units probably work better. 
Despite weight saving measures like 
the aluminum swingarm and conical 
hubs, ready to race weight is still 
rather high at 232 pounds, plus or 
minus 10 pounds according to the 
particular bike. 


Riding impressions 

My plan while riding the various 
factory works bikes has been to take 
them out on one of the tracks of the 
Trans-AMA Series, after the day’s 
racing is over. This way if anything 
happens to the bikes, the mechanics 
will have until the next weekend's race 
to get them back in shape. What I’ve 
noticed on the Japanese factory works 
bikes is that even after a day of 
thrashing in International 
competition, at the end of the day the 
bikes still feel as tight and smooth as if 
they were new. This was what really 
impressed me about Marty Smith’s 
RC400 Honda and it’s due to a well 
designed bike as well as the quality 
and precision of the components 
which it uses. 


I rode Rex Staten’s 360 and had to 
be careful with it right from the 
beginning. After a day of racing the 
engine was vibrating badly in the 
frame. The motor mounts all looked 
tight, but it was still difficult to judge 
if the problem was in the frame or the 
engine. The engine would blubber 
under 3,000 rpm and this was later 
traced to the carburetor which had a 
severely worn tip from either dirt or 
the engine vibration problem. The gas 
tank was leaking around the petcock 
at a steady trickle. And the Cross Up 
swingarm had a stress crack between 
the shock and rear axle mounts. 


The power on the 351cc Harley felt 
just like what it was, which is a very 
fast 250cc motor. The problem with 
boring a 250cc engine out to the AMA 
350cc minimum limit for Open bikes is 
you're altering the bore and stroke 
ratio (72mm x 59.6mm for the 242.6 
actual cc’s of the 250) too radically, 
making the new 35lcc engine too 
quick revving for an Open class bike. 
What the Harley needs is a new crank 
assembly with a longer stroke to make 
the powerband more manageable and 
torquey like a competitive Open class 
bike needs to be. Whether or not a 
longer stroke crank could fit in the 
250cc cases is another question. A reed 
valve to help low end torque might be 
a suitable temporary solution until 
Harley can come up with a new engine. 
I won't call the 35lcc uncompetitive 


in the Open class competition for the 
simple fact that on most motocross 
tracks in America, 250cc class bikes 
can usually turn faster lap times than 
Open bikes. The disadvantage in 
having a bike which performs like a 
250cc comes in the drag race out of the 
turns where an Open bike will out- 
accelerate it every time then block the 
faster cornering 250cc bike going into 
the turns. The fact the Harley weighs 
more than a competitive Open class 
works bike doesn’t help it much either. 


In the handling department, the 
production Yamaha YZ forks on Rex’s 
bike seemed pretty well thrashed and 
didn’t dampen as well as they should. 
It’s hard to say anything bad about the 
Fox Air Shox at the rear of the bike, 
other than the fact Harley was the last 
factory team to get around to using 
them, nearly a year after everyone else 
had switched. The handling 
characteristics of the chassis didn’t feel 
too exciting. Straight line tracking 
with its long 58-inch wheelbase was 
good, but it was hard as hell to get the 
bike to turn quickly. It seemed that 
the bike’s weight and frame geometry 
were fighting each other. 


Wrapping it up 

The 360 Harley had no glaring 
faults, but there was nothing good to 
write home about either. The 
handling, engineering powerband and 
the quality of the components was just 
too poor to even put it on the same 
level with the other factory works 
machinery it has to race against. On a 
competitive level it’s certainly two 
years behind what the other factory 
teams have, and already a year behind 
the better production motocrossers 
like the RM 370/400 Suzuki and 400 
Yamaha YZ. 


Considering what has been 
accomplished in the four years, Team 
Harley has come a long way in the 
development of their motocross bikes 
from the original SX 250 street bike. 
I think now though, if they want to 
get on an equally competitive level 
with everyone else, they need to take 
future development away from the 
racing team and turn it over to a 
motocross-oriented engineering 
department. The racing team can only 


_copy off what they see everyone else 


doing and will never be able to be 
innovative while racing at the same 
time. The present team riders can 
learn to be test riders when they're not 
racing, but there’s no way to expect 
them to race and test at the same time. 
The present bikes need a complete 
redesigning from the engines, to the 
frames and suspension. Harley- 
Davidson/AMF certainly has the 
money to hire the people to get the job 
done if they so desire.
